It 
is placed in the Autumn season because 
the Bible relates that at the creation of 
man the fruit was ripe xipon the trees, 
and everything was in readiness .for his 
comfort, support and subsistence, until 
by his own labors he could, at the re- 
tarn of the proper season, be prepared 
to support himself from the result of 
his own exertions. The seventh month, 
which occurs at this season, was also 
selected as the appropriate time to cele- 
brate the anniversary of creation, be- 
cause the number 7 is, by the ancient 
Cabalists, made to play such au impor- 
tant part in Jewish history, and is in- 
vested by them with many peculiar at- 
tribntes. The Sabbath occurs upon tho 
seventh day of the week, and signifies 
rest. In Genesis XXI, 30 32, the num- 
ber 7 is made emblematic of peace, and 
Abraham called the place Be'er Sh'eba, 
or the place of Seven Wells. According 
to Jewish law, the seventh year was the 
Sabbatical year, during which the soil 
was not tilled, but was allowed to rest, 
and nil debts were released, all slaves 
given their liberty, and seven times 
seven years produced the Jubilee year. 
Many other references to this number 
might also be mentioned, if space per- 
mitted, the figure 7 being symbolic of 
rest, peace, liberty, equality, redemp- 
tion, fraternity, remission from de\>ts,

Semite—The Constitution ol tbo I nited States 
is the supreme law, and not a u <ro i (tlitr let. 
Out Of the confederated States it madeatov 
erelgn nation. Some powers nre dinted to the 
nation, while others are retained by the States, 
but tke boundary between the powers delegated 
and those reserved ie to be determined by Na- 
tional and not by State tribunals. 


FOPDLAB EDUCATION. 


TJurd—The work of popular education is one 


left to the care of the several Stales but it la the 
duty of the National Government to aid that 
work to the extent of its •constitutional ability 
The intelligence of tbe nation is but the aggre- 
gate of the intelligence in the several States, and 
the destiny of the nation must be guided, not by 
tbti g«nlus of any one state, but by the avenge 
genius of all.
